Moawad, whose voice is known 
to. millions in the Arab world. 
Nasser said Friday that he 
had called off a planned inva- 
sion of Syria by Egyptian troops 
to avoid bloodshed and declared 


he would leave settlement of 


the revolt to the Syrian people. 
Erasing Influence. 

As Cairo assailed the four-day- 
old regime that broke away from 
Nasser’s United Arab Republic, 
Syrian Premier Mamoun Kuz- 
bari moved swiftly to rid Syria 
of Nasser influence.

James Harrison, an ornithologist. 
who will examine some of the 
Russian flocks that come here 
to winter in Britain's rivers and 
marshes. 

The birds are expected to in- 
clude hundreds and perhaps thov- 
sands of waders from the near- 
Arctic areas of the Soviet Union 


\which have been subjected to 


fallout from the recent Russian 
nuclear weapons tests. 

Harrison said he and his son 
would examine birds which were 
not breeding or which developed 
breeding plumage at usual times, 
and would make Geiger counter 
tests of the bones of birds which 
died.

East German Communists 
completed surrounding the en- 
clave with barbed wire yester- 
day after charging that Ameri- 
can helicopters had kidnaped 
seven Gegmans last week. The 
Germans were refugees who 
asked to be flown to safety. 

U.S. Seldiers Sent There. 


United States military police 
were sent to Steinstuecken to 
protect the outpost after retired 
Gen. Lucius Clay, President 
Kennedy's personal envoy, be- 
came the first United States of- 
ficial im years to visit Stein- 
stuecken. 

The postwar agreement that 
divided Berlin was based on a 
1928 map. On it, Steinstuecken 
was listed as a part of the 
capital because those who owned 
its acreage lived in Berlin.

At the moment, President 
Kennedy and Rusk are faced 
with the urgent task of persuad- 
ing the United States’s allies to 
go along with whatever formula 
can be evolved to settle the Ber- 
lin crisis. 

Britain presents no problem, 
The British have been pressing 
for negotiations. 


Lord Home, Britain's foreign 
secretary, met in New York 
with Rusk and Gromyko and all 
three agreed that the series of 
talks was useful. On flying home 
to London last night, Home said 
in a cheerful and cautiously op- 
timistic mood: 

“We have been preparing the 
way for what one hopes may be 
negotiations at some future 
date. . . . There is plenty of 
room to talk and plenty to talk 
about as long as the essentials 
of the freedom of the city of 
Berlin are preserved and there 
is uninterrupted access.” 


Made to Realize Danger. 


(The New York Times news 
service said that Home, on his 
arrival in London, said that the 
West has succeeded in making 
the Soviet Union realize that a 
continuation of its ‘“‘collision 
course” on Berlin could lead to 
war. 

(“‘We made Mr. Gromyko and 
the Russians understand that the 
Berlin situation was extremely 
dangerous and if they went right 
ahead with their proposals to 
make a treaty with East Ger- 
many, it might be extremely 
dangerous also,” Lord Home 
said.)

PARIS, Oct. 2 (UPI)—Efforts 
by the Atlantic alliance to in-

Despite this heavy emphasis on 
building up non-nuclear forces 
there has not been a fundamental 
change in the basic strategy of 
NATO planners for preventing 
war. 

One high authority said the 
Western position is that “‘atomic 
weapons will be used when, to 
the extent and in a manner, 
necessary to defend the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization in 
Europe.”’ 

That seemed to make it clear 
that NATO will not necessarily 
wait for Russia to use atomic 
weapons first if war breaks out 
‘and the military situation calls 
‘for such use.

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BRITISH LABOR 
PARTY EXPELS 
UNIONASREDED 


BLACKPOOL, England, Oct. 2 
(AP) — Britain’s Labor party 
overwhelmingly approved today 
the expulsion of the 140,000- 
member Electrical Trades Union 
on the ground that it is manipu- 
lated by Communists. 

The action came at a stormy 
opening session of the party’s 
annual conference. It was the 
first time that any union has | 
been disaffiliated from the Labor | 
party, a social democratic or- | 
ganization. 


The party’s executive commit- 
tee Friday expelled the union 
and drafted a resolution explain- 
ing the reasons for its action. 

The committee’s decision was 
subject to ratification by the en- 
tire conference, It received that 
approval by a vote of 5,337,000 
to 642,000. The 1226 delegates at 
the conference cast votes for 
the entire membership of the 
organizations they represent. 


Found Guilty. 


Earlier, a high court had 
found the Communists guilty of 
ballot-rigging in an electrical 
union election. Subsequently the 
Trades Union Congress, the | 
central body of British organ- 
ized labor, expelled the union. 

The delegation which the union | 
sent to the Labor party confer- 
ence was not seated. However, 
one representative, Sam Gold- 
berg, was invited from the 
gallery to address the delegates. 


He described the explusion of 
his union from the party as ‘‘an 
unprecedented and dangerous 
step.” He denied that Com- 
munists dictated union policy. 


Ray Gunter, a member of 
Parliament speaking for the ex- 
ecutive committee, said the ex- 
pulsion was necessary to protect 
the political philosophy of the 
Labor party from Communist in- 
filtration. | 

The Labor party this week 
turns to international affairs, 
and is expected to propose a 
measure of Western recognition 
of Communist East Germany. 

Soviet Guarantees. 

This would be part of a plan 
to ease the Berlin crisis. Other 
proposals would include firm 
Soviet guarantees for the free- 
dom of West Berlin and Western 
access rights to the city. 

A Labor source described this 
approach ‘‘as a recognition of 
existing realities.” The propo- 
sals are included in a special 
resolution prepared by the par- 
ty’s executive committee. In- 
formants predict that the reso- 
lution will receive widespread 
support when it is brought be- 
fore the conference, probably 
Wednesday. 

The resolution will be intro- 
duced by George Brown, the 
party’s specialist on defense af- 
fairs. Brown is a close associate 
of party leader Hugh Gaitskell. 
Gaitskell has swung the party 
away from the old left-wing line 
that Britain should give up its 
-nuclear weapons regardless. of 
what the United States and the 
Soviet Union do. 


MRS. SULLIVAN ON FOUR 
TO STUDY EXPORT RISKS 


United States Representative 
Leonor K. Sullivan (Dem.), St. 
Louis, left yesterday on an of- 
ficial trip that will take her to 
Austria, West Germany, Greece, 
Turkey, Iran, India, Thailand, 
Hong Kong and Japan. 

She is traveling on an assign- 
ment from the House Banking 
and Currency Committee to 
study the methods other export- 
ing nations employ to insure 
their exporting companies 
against credit risks. Her ex- 
penses will be paid with blocked 
foreign currencies paid to the 
United States for surplus foods 
and not with tax funds, she said.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP)—A 
union deadline for a musicians’ 


strike against the New York 
Philharmonic has passed, and 
the impasse over contract terms, 
continued today. A esman 
for Local 802 of the American 
Federation of Musicians has 
said the 106 orchestra members 
will not appear for rehearsals 
this week nor for the scheduled 
concert Thursday ‘“‘unless there 
is some change in management's 
offer.” 

The musicians played the 
fourth concert of the regular sub- 
scription series yesterday under 
a comract extension that ex- 
pired last midnight. 

The local voted last week to 
reject a management offer. It 
was reported to be $10 to $14 
below the weekly wage sought 
by the union, The basic mini- 
mum wage is now $180 a week.

CHEESE, A FAVORITE FOOD throughout the year, has its 
special hour of glory during October. Somehow this golden food 
seems to fit especially well into menu plans during this golden 


month of harvest. 


It has a compatibility with the fruits and 


vegetables of the season, and a way of making main dishes more 
hearty at a time when appetites begin to yearn for more sub- 
stantial fare than during the warmer weather. 


It is interesting to note that 
Americans now eat nearly twice 
@s much cheese as 20 years ago. 
Undoubtedly this is due in part 
to improvements madeé in recent 
years in the quality and uni- 
formity of many kinds of cheese 
and in part to a greater interest 
in dishes of foreign origin, in 
many of which cheese is a most 
important ingredient. 

The basic rules for cheese 
cooker’, storage and service 
are sitiple in the extreme, but 
quite itnportant. 

When cheese is cooked, keep 
the heat low; it needs only 
enough heat to melt and blend 
with other ingredients. High 
heat or too long a cooking time 
makes cheese tough and stringy 
instead of smooth and creamy. 
When dry heat is used (for ex- 
ample, in oven baking) pro- 
longed heat. or high tempera- 
tures will cause leatheriness. 

Add cheese to other  in- 
gredients in small pieces rather 
than in one large lump so that 
it will spread more evenly and 
cook in a shorter time. In 
making cheese sauce, add the 
pieces of cheese just at the last 
and cook only until the cheese is 
melted. 

The majority of cheeses have 
extra flavor when served at 
room temperature. Because of 
this, remove the amount to be 
served from the refrigerator at 
least a half an hour ahead of 
serving time. It js easier to grate 
cheese when it is cold. . 

Storage Tips: Keep cheese 
wrapped tightly either in two 
layers of waxed paper or one 
layer of waxed paper and one 
of aluminum foil, or in any other

airtight container or wrapper. 

To prevent transference of 
flavors when highly flavored 
and mild cheeses are stored at 
the same time, wrap each kind 
separately. The cooler the tem- 
perature at which cheese is 
stored, the longer it will keep 
without changes in_ texture, 
flavor, et cetera. 


Packaged process cheese can 
be stored in the original wrap- 
per if it is carefully opened. 
Cheese spreads in jars can be 
covered with the original caps. 
Small pieces of leftover cheese 
can be grated together and 
stored in a covered jar where 
they will be convenient to use:

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Realities in the Ozarks 


Supporters and opponents of a national park 
in the Ozarks can agree on one thing—the im- 
portance of preserving the scenic beauty of 
the Current, Eleven Point, and Jack’s Fork 
rivers country. But the two sides fall out 
over the meaning of preservation. 

To the opponents of a park, preservation 
means keeping the rivers as they were in the 
days of their pioneer forefathers or “giving 
it back to the hoot owls and bobcats.” But 
the Ozarks today are far different from what 
they were 50 or even 20 years ago. A larger 
national population, better highways, more 
leisure time have brought to the Ozarks more 
people each year seeking outdoor recreation. 
The tourists are there and can’t be told to go 
away. The land can’t be given back to the 
hoot owls and bobcats. 


The National Park Service recognizes that 
the country’s rivers, mountains, and sea 
shores cannot escape the pressures of the 
times. It proposes to control the changes that 
are inevitable so that scenery can still be en- 
joyed. Do the Ozark people want orderly de- 
velopment, or uncontrolled building of honky- 
tonk resorts along the banks of the streams 
which will soon be clogged with beer cans 
thrown by hot-rodders in outboard motor 
boats? No tourist accommodations would be lo- 
cated on park land, and access roads to the 
rivers would be limited, in a national park. 

* od * 

Supporters of the Forest Service plan say 
scenic easements are the key to preserving 
the rivers. These easements allow “multiple 
use”’ of land and in some cases may be cheap- 
er than buying land outright. Actually, scenic 


easements, cost as much as outright purchase * 


in the case of land with commercial value. 
Supporters of scenic easements and “‘multiple 
use” include farmers and timber land owners 
who give the impression they want to con- 
tinue to farm and cut timber which hardly 
are compatible with preservation of wilder- 
ness in the park area. 


The Park Service bill contains an appropri- 
ation of $10,000,000 for purchase of land 
along the rivers. This certainly represents 
adequate compensation for the 800 or so own- 
ers of land within the proposed park. It is 
to be expected that most of the land will be 
purchased by negotiation. Even in the few 
cases where condemnation may be required, 
no local jury is likely to refuse adequate com- 
pensation. The Park Service bill further guar- 
arantees that present landowners who do not 
want to be dispossessed by the park can live 
out their lives on their land. 


There is a real need for economic develop- 
ment in the Ozarks, and there is no substance 
to the argument that much valuable farming 
and timber land would be taken out of pro- 
duction and off the tax rolls by the park plan. 
Ozark counties in 1950 had a median family 
income 42 per cent of the state average. In 
Shannon county, the median income was $969. 
The cash income of 40 per cent of the 
farmers in the park area in 1955 was less than 
$1000. Less than three per cent of the farm 
income in the park region is derived from 
the sale of forest products. Establishment of 
a national park, according to a University of 
Missouri survey, will mean an increase of 
$5,550,000 a year from tourist revenues and a 
jump of assessed valuation on local tax rolls 
of $8,700 000. 

Time is running out in the Ozarks. If the 
people don’t come to an agreement on a plan 
to conserve the rivers, Congress will take no 
action and the land will be open to the rav- 
ages of tourists and uncontrolled commercial 
interests. We think Missourians should get 
together behind the park plan, as the best way 
to save the beauty of the rivers—and should 
then stay together, to guarantee that the tour- 
ist activities which will grow from the Park 
Service plan are held within bounds. 


A Bit More Than Slow Puffs 


The International Association of Pipe 
Smokers Clubs has awarded the world cham-

assert they have a pipe to fit every face and 
a cigar to go with every masculine build, it 
would seem that competition should go 
farther than just endurance. 


What is really needed is competition of a 
type that ‘would encourage the more gracious 
wearing of a cigar or a pipe, just as a pocket 
handkerchief can be nonchalantly worn in 
the breast pocket of a coat. Nobody much 
cares how a cigarette is manipulated but 
many a person is irritated by the nan who 
chomps a torpedo-shaped cigar as he talks or 
talks as he hides behind Indian smoke signals 
from a handsome but overworked French 
briar pipe. The persistent knockers-out of 
pipe dottle and the careless flickers of cigar 
ash are too numerous. The parlor drum ma- 
jors equipped with cigar or pipe instead of 
baton need to be taught restraint. In short, 
promoters of competition in use of tobacco 
would do better to hark back to the days of 
Sir Walter Raleigh when smoking was some- 
what of a courtly art. 


Made-in-St. Louis Steel? 


Can Metropolitan St. Louis support a new } 


steel mill? Ore discoveries in the Pea Ridge 
district near Sullivan coupled with the exis- 
tence nearby of large quantities of coking 
coal and limestone have suggested that the 
answer might be Yes. Now comes an engi- 
neering report prepared for the State Re- 
sources and Development Commission that is 
both emphatic and affirmative. Not only 
would a mill here be profitable, the engineers 
Say; it might very well capture up to 14 per 
cent of the domestic market. 

Steel-making requires a great deal of capi- 


tal for every ton of productive capacity in-. 


stalled. Nobody is going to go into such a 
costly venture without an extremely careful 
examination of the many and complex factors 
of demand and financing. Even so, the engi- 
neers’ report to the Development Commission 
is sO promising that the possibility of a Mis- 
souri mill processing Missouri ore deserves 
to be pursued energetically. A new steel mill 
would attract satellite users and together they 
surely would spur the state’ s lagging rate of 
economic growth. 

Following up on the engineers report might 
well be a top priority project for the new 


_ Missouri Division of Commerce and Industrial 


Development, which on Oct. 13 will assume 
responsibilities in this general field from the 
present Resources and Development agency. 
No doubt the Metropolitan St. Louis Chamber

possibilities further. The economic gains flow- 
ing from a steel-making complex in Eastern 
Missouri are potentially so great that the 
engineering report cannot be permitted to 
gather dust in a state office in Jefferson City. 


Bond Issue in the Making 


The Citizens’ Bond Issue Screening Com- 
mittee is making a final effort to set priorities 
for a new St. Louis public improvements bond 
issue. Nobody will envy the members their 
task. Some 18 major items running to 
$32,551,000 have been. suggested as essential 
to a continuation of the city’s rebuilding pro- 
gram. But since this is 20 per cent higher 


than the effective ceiling on municipal bor-. 


rowing at this time, some projects will have 
to be deferred. 

As a practical matter the ceiling has been 
set at $25,000,000 because that sum could be 
financed without any increase in taxes, an 
important selling point when it comes to 
soliciting a two-thirds favorable majority at 
the polls. Of the total, some $6,000,000 will 
be required to handle the cost of municipal 
facilities in connection with the dowfttown 
sports stadium. The stadium itself is a private 
project, but street widenings, sewer abandon- 
ments, the relocation of traffic. signals, 
streets, police telegraph facilities and the like 
are municipal responsibilities. 

Urban renewal, neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion and street lighting in the neighborhoods 
would cost another $11,000,000. Adding on 
the cost of the stadium facilities, only about 


$8,000,000 then would be available for the 14 


other propositions. This is where the com- 
mittee’s task becomes difficult. 

Obviously many of the remaining proposals 
will have to be trimmed back sharply or 
omitted altogether. That will be too bad. We 
would hope, however, that the committee 
does not altogether ignore the community's 
cultural needs. For example, an acceptable 
addition to the Jefferson Memorial in which* 
the Missouri Historical Society operates its 
free public museum can be constructed for 
$750,000, or slightly more than half the origi- 
nal request for $1,360,000. 

In return for this relatively small public 
expenditure the Society would obligate itself 
to expand its museum and other facilities 
with its own funds. Thus the city would ob- 
tain private support for a public service 
which in many other large cities is tax sup- 
ported. In the delicate balancing of needs 
and costs, of advantages of one project over 
another, the committee might find this an 
important point in favor of expanding the 
memorial, 


The Question of the 101 st 


The United Nations has admitted its 100th 
member, the West African nation of Sierra 
Leone, a former British territory, which has 
a population of about 2,500,000. Sierra Leone 
becomes the 26th member of the African 
bloc, the largest voting group in the U.N. It 
will have a vote in the General Assembly 
equal in value to that of the United States, 
or the Soviet Union. 

The membership in the U.N. is now exactly 
double the number of nations that signed the 
Charter in San Francisco in 1945, and the 
admission of Sierra Leone is another re- 
minder of the way in which the power of the 
great nations in the U.N. has in effect de- 
clined. It is also a reminder that the small 
nations have the most to gain from a viable 
U.N. and the most to lose from plans that 
would destroy the independence of the secre- 
tariat. 

There is a particular reason why Sierra 
Leone became the 100th member. It is that 
there is a dispute over the admission of 
Mauritania and Communist Outer Mongolia. 
Both are qualified. The Soviet Union wants 
Outer Mongolia in and threatens to veto the 
admission of Mauritania if Outer Mon- 
golia is not admitted. But Nationalist «China 
threatens to veto Outer Mongolia, claiming 
it is part of China. 

The impasse should be resolved shortly, 
and it may have far-reaching effects. The 
101st admission may be the most significant 
in recent years; it may influence the case 
for Red China, 


Inching Ahead on Transit 


Alderman Louis Aboussie and members of 
his Ways and Means Committee have earned 
commendations for their prompt and favor- 
able response to the City Administration’s 
transit proposal. They have approved a 
$40,000 appropriation representing St. Louis’s 
share of the $100,000 it will cost the Bi-State 
Development Agency for appraisals of the 
area’s 15 privately-operated bus lines prepar- 
atory to a negotiated purchase. The measure 
could be approved by the full Board at its 
next meeting under suspension of the rules, 
and we hope Aldermanic President Cervantes 
and the leadership will attempt that proce- 
dure. St. Louis county and several Illinois 
communities have already pledged their finan- 
cial support to the appraisal project, and St. 
Louis surely will want to meet its responsi- 
bilities as promptly as can be. 


Of Deli and Daclars 


Former Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of Cali- 
fornia promises that “within a very few days” 
he will present proof that an emissary from 
former Vice President Nixon proposed a 
secret deal under which Mr. Knight would 
get out of the race for the California Republi- 
can governorship nomination next year. Mr. 
Nixon, who has announced he will seek the 
nomination, says this is) false. 


Mr. Knight, who says he was offered any 
state job he wanted if he would withdraw, 
will be guilty of an unconscionable smear if 
he cannot substantiate his charge. If he can, 
Mr. Nixon might just as well give up the race. 
What may have happened is that a proposi- 
tion was made to Mr. Knight without Mr. 
Nixon’s knowledge. 

Whatever the outcome, Californians are on 
notice that there are likely to be no holds 
barred in the battle for the Republican nomi- 
nation. Even if the embittered Mr. Knight 
cannot get the nomination, he can make it 
difficult for Mr. Nixon to defeat Goy. Brown, 
a Democrat, who is expected to seek a second 
term. Mr. Nixon would be at a disadvantage 
in a mud-slinging campaign; in pursuit of his 
presidential ambitions he must_act like a 
statesman. Mr. Knight is not under the same 
restrictions.

Why Russia Captured Berlin 


Former War Correspondent Says Western Decision Against Capture Was Purely Military

Under protests by Republicans, the 
State Department has rewritten its 
published version of why the armed 
forces of the Western alliance did not 
reach the City of Berlin in the final 
military phase of World War II.

Every great war seems to leave a 
controversy which is fought over by 
the old soldiers and then the histori- 
ans, seldom to any final conclusion. 
The question of why Gen. Eisenhower 
did not send his Western armies into 
Berlin is such a question. 

This controversy is particularly live- 
ly right now because of the Berlin 
crisis. Many believe that had Gen. 
Eisenhower sent his troops into Berlin, 
Western bargaining power over rights 
of access would have been much 
strengthened; rights would have been 


_ spelled out in more detail, and the 


West would not be vulnerable now to 
Soviet challenge. | 

It is a fact that the Soviets got there 
first and that the Western armies en- 
tered much later—by consent of the 
Soviets, which was slowly and reluc- 
tantly given. 

That Western armies could have 
reached Berlin first is not seriously chal- 
lenged. Advance patrols of the West- 
ern armies were well beyond the Elbe 
and had penetrated into the western 
suburbs of Berlin itself when they were 
recalled on Gen, Eisenhower’s orders, 
and his armies took up their position 
on the Elbe. At that time the Soviet 
armies had not yet crossed the Oder. - 


Nor is it in question that the order 
recalling the patrols and placing the

American front on the Elbe was issued 
by Gen. Eisenhower. 

What -is in question is whether his 
decisior. was justified by éonditions 
prevailing at the time. 

This reporter was one of a group 
which was received by Gen. Ejisen- 
hower in his headquarters at Rheims 
on the day after the order to halt on 
the Elbe was made public. 

Obviously, we asked him why he had 
issued the order. His reasons, as near- 
ly as I can recall in the order in which 
he gave them and roughly in his own 
words, were as follows: 


l. Berlin is -only a political, not a

2. The Elbe is established by exist- ©

4. I have long worried about how 
we would meet the Russians. ~The 
idea of meeting them around a corner 
in some city, both sides on the run, 
seems risky. I would rather meet them 
with a nice brdad river across my

5.. There are still some undefeated 
German forces*in Austria in the “re- 
doubt.”” 

The emphasis was put on the propo- 
sition that Berlin was only a political 


objective. This view was repeated in 
Gen. Eisenhower’s book ‘‘Crusade in 
Europe.” Gen. Bradley, in his ‘‘Sol- 
dier’s Story’’ confirmed it, adding that 
the American high command at the 
time was “naive” in its resistance to 
urgent British pleas for a maximum 
possible advance eastward. 

Churchill urged resumption of the 
eastward advance in strongest possible 
terms, and Marshal Montgomery was 
allowed to push along the Baltic coast, 
but Gen. Eisenhower turned the Ameri- 
can advance southward toward the ‘‘re- 
doubt.” At the time of the decision 
to stand on the Elbe there were several 
SS divisions in an area in Austria 
which had been prepared to some ex- 
tent for a “last stand.’’ There was 
concern in headquarters about the “‘re- 
doubt.” But in the end nothing ever 
came of the “last stand.’’ The “‘re- 
doubt” surrendered in the general sur- 
render, and the Soviets took Berlin. 

The issue comes down to whether 
the military reasons for the turn away 
from Berlin, incidentally also away 
from. Prague, were in fact sound. 
They were indeed military, and only 
military. Every political considera- 
tion called for the farthest possible 
advance eastward. Those reasons 
were brushed aside as being “politi- 
cal” and hence by inference unworthy. 

Certainly the loss of Czechoslovakia 
to Communism descends from the deci- 
sion to give military reasons priofity 
over political reasons. Probably the 
Western case in Berlin is weaker than 
it need have been from the same deci- 
sion. The record does raise a question 
whether the State Department’s re- 
write of history is sound history.

Between Book Ends Introduction to Great Ideas 


CLASSICS IN PSYCHOLOGY, edited 
by Thorne Shipley. (Philosophical 
Library, 1342 pgs., $20.) 


Thorne Shipley has assembled in one 
massive volume selections from the 
significant works of major psycholo- 
gists and psychiatrists of the period 
1800 onwards. Where possible the writ- 
ings are not excerpted, but given in 


‘full. The result is a source book that 


gives the reader an introduction ,to 
the germinal ideas of such men (as 
Pinel, Esquirol, Charcot, James, Pav- 
lov, Freud, Rorschach, Binet and many 


' others. 


Frequently the original writings of 
the early giants of modern psychology 
and psychiatry are not as tough going, 
the layman will find, as what has been 
written about their ideas subsequently. 
Mr. Shipley’s own comments are clear 
and helpful. They include his com- 
ments on each figure represented in 
the book and an introduction in which 
Mr. Shipley pays deserved tribute to 
Philippe Pinel, the courageous and 
high-minded French physician who 
struck the chains from the insane. 


Pinel’s Treatise on Insanity, published 


‘about 1800, is included in the book. 


Philippe Pinel was named director 
in 1793 #1 the Bicetre, Paris’s hospital 
for insane men. He held that mental 
disorder was a disease entity. French 
law required that mental patients be 
chained up, but late in 1793, during 
the time of the Revolution, he released 
some 80. He was mobbed for unleash- 
ing devils, but the Grand Geste, as 
Pinel’s action came to be called, did 
much to bring about a more humane 
attitude toward the insane. 

“I cannot speak without horror of 
the barbarous methods for the repres- 
sion of maniacs, which are still em- 
ployed at some hospitals, and which 
I know to be in too many instances 
the cause of a premature death,” Pinel 
wrote. 


Ivan Petrovich Pavlov, the great 
Russian physiologist, is represented 
by a set of two lectures he delivered 
in 1924 at the Military Medical Aca- 
demy of Petrograd. These deal with 
his: work on conditioned reflexes, par- 
ticularly the stimulation of salivary 


secretion in dogs by use of sounds— 
a metronome, for example—that had 
come to be associated with _ food. 
Paviov also noted what he called a 
special “freedom reflex” that caused 
dogs to fight against being restrained. 
He pointed out that this reflex is an 
important reaction of living creatures 
and, significantly, that some animals 
forget about freedom when fed. 

From Alfred Binet, a Frenchman, the 
book has the first tentative form of 
the intelligence test. Binet had been 
appointed by the Minister of Public 
Education in Paris in 1904 to find a 
means of distinguishing between nor- 
mal and subnormal children. Those 
readers who have trouble remembering 
things may find comfort in these 
lines: “At first glance, memory’ 

a psychological phenomenon of capi 

importance, one would be tempted to 
give it a very conspicuous part in an 
examination of intelligence. But mem- 
ory is distinct from and independent of 
judgment. One may have good sense 
and lack memory. The reverse is also 
common....”

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (UPI)— 
Roger Maris says “the ordeal 
is over’, but the controversy 
merely started today over 
whether he or Babe Ruth should 
be recognized as baseball's of- 
ficial home run king. 

Emotionally exhausted and 
looking as if someone had put 
him through a wringer, the 27- 
year-old Maris accepted con- 
gratulations in - semi-daze yes- 
terday at Yankee Stadium after 
becoming the first major leaguer 
to surpass Ruth by hitting 61 
homers in a single season. 

Commissioner Ford Frick has 
ruled that two separate records 
will go into the books. 

One will be Maris’s mark of 
61 home runs for a 162-game 
season, the other Ruth's record 
of 60 in a 154-game seuson. Base- 


ball fans can argue which should 
be considered the one and only 


record. 
“Nervous Wreck.” 
Maris himself skirted the issue. 


‘Whether I beat Ruth’s record 
or not is for others to say, but 


it gives me a wonderful feeling 
to know that I’m the only man in 
history to hit 61 home runs,” 
the slugging New York Yankee 
outfielder. said. ‘‘Nobody can 
take that away from me. 


“Babe Ruth was a big man in 
baseball, maybe the biggest ever. 
I’m not saying I am of his cal- 
iber, but I’m glad to say I hit 
more than he did in a season. 


“A thing like this can make a 
nervous wreck of you,’ Roger 
added. ‘‘The pressure was ter- 
rific, mentally much more than 
physically. You have no idea 
what it is to put up with some- 
thing like this for two months. 
People around you all the time. 
You can’t eat, you can't sleep 
—you can’t even think,‘ 

“T know all about the World 
Series coming up Wednesdav. 
I'll be doing my best. But let 
someone else shoot for the rec- 
ords. I'll be happy just. to get 
my allotment of base hits.”’

Maris may not care, but for 
those who do, the home run rec- 
ord for a single World Series 
is four. It is shared by Ruth, 
Lou Gehrig and Hank Bauer of 
the Yankees, and Duke Snider of 
the Dodgers.

off right-handed rookie Tracy 
Stallard of the Boston Red Sox 


in the fourth inning for a 1-0 vic- 
tory in the Yankees’ 163rd and 
final game of the séason. The

The blow came on a 2-and-0 
pitch and landed six rows back 
in the lower right field stands, 
360 feet from home plate, and 
not too far from the spot the im-

The bidding: 
West North East South 
Pass 26 29 


HERE IS A HAND played some 
years ago in which an expert 
declarer made an extraordinary 
play to make his contact. West 
led the ace of diamonds and 
then shifted to a spade. It was 
not difficult for South to de- 
cide that the ace lead was a 
singleton, since East had sig- 
naled for a diamond continua- 
tion. 

Declarer won the spade in 
dummy, led a heart to the ace, 
played another spade, and then 
led the jack of hearts and 
finessed! 

This lost to the queen, as 
South knew it would, but the 
deliberate loss of the trick gave 
declarer the contract. If West 
returned a club, whether the ace 
or a low one, it would give South 
three club tricks and enable him 
to discard his diamond on the 
fourth club. 

And if West returned a spade 
instead, declarer could ruff in 
dummy, discarding a club from 
his hand, give up the king of 
clubs to the ace, and then esta!- 
dish dummy’s last club to-take 
care of the diamond loser. 

If declarer had played nor- 
mally and cashed the A-K of 
hearts, he would inevitably have 
lost two clubs and two diamonds 
and gone down. 

Strangely enough, West could 
have defeated the contract by 
dropping the queen of hearts on 
the ace. This play would have 
robbed South of the opportunity 
to shine as brilliantly as he did.

tually some of this moisture will 


come through to the inside sur- | 


face of the. wall. Often this 
trouble is due to faulty mortar 
joints and if this is the case, 
the remedy is to take out the old 


cracked mortar and replace it 
with fresh mortar. 
In other cases, however, the 


trouble may be due to the ma- 


sonry itself being rather porous 
so that soaks up water. In 
this event, there are several 
ways to correct the situation. 

ne method is to coat the 
masonry with cement plaster. 
This is about the same as stucco. 


The old masonry must be clean 
and free of paint so that the 
cement plaster Will make a good 
stronz bond. This is a very good 


method of treatment for old 


masonry walls in very poor con- 
dition. 


Fix It Yourself — 


Another and less expensive | 
way to fix the wall is to paint it| 
with a good quality exterior | 
masonry paint. Most of these) 
paints have very good water: | 
proofing characteristics and they 
will stop absorption of water 
by the masonry and also fill up 
any smal] cracks in the masonry 
or in the mortar. Of course, 
paint is going to change the 
color of the wall and this may 
not be desirable in all cases. 

If you do not wish to change 
the color of the masonry, and 
this might be the case with a 
brick outside wall, you can still
